e. raised, after the Model the King ſaw in his Dream, alſo that 
Divine Honours ſhould be paid to him as a Prophet. The Queen 
Ppos'd this Advice but in rains It was put in Bxegucion 3 _ 
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and Cattle recover d, and the venemous Beaſts were deſtroy'q, 
The cunning Eecolhan elevated with the Succeſs of his wicked

ing, Under this Tree lies the Treaſure. How ſhall I know it again, 
cry d Hon, fince the other Trees are like this? Cut off a Branch, 
reply dd Becolhan, bending him one, and it will be a ſufficientMark, 

Hon took hold of the Branch, drew out his Knife and cut it off. 
Upon this the Magician fell a laughing, and difappear'd, 
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That Moment King Cor was ſeized with a violent Pain which 
awaked him, aud made him give ſuch a Groan as rouſed all his 
ſkeping Courtiers. They were aſtoniſſod to ſee their Maſter co- 
ver'd with Blood, holding his Knife in one Hand, and his Noſe 
in the other, at the ſame time raving at Becolhan. Perfidious 
Villain ! cry'd he, doſt thou laugh at my Misfortune, and thinkeſt 
thou to eſcape my Reſentment?

from her Hvsband's Name. For the better Government of her 
new Colony ſhe ſnar'd her Authority with the four Mothers of 
the Families that came with her, and ever ſince Glanire has 
been Governed by five Queens; who diſtingui ſned themſelves and 
their Subjects, by tive Colours ; which ars Green, Blue, Yellow, 
Red and White; The City conſiſts of five broad Streets, one 
End of each coming into the Market place, the other leading to 
ene of the Queen's Palꝛces, which are built of Marble, of the 
ſame Colour they are diſtinguiſh'd by; the ordinary Houſes ta ke 
theirs according to tlioſe they depend on, and are inhabited by 
P. ries of the ſecond Claſs. To- morrow Iwill ſnew you tlie great 
Market Place and the Academy, which is the fineſt Piece of 
Lnilding in the Iſland.

When Indgi. Mer gi an had done, ſhe roſe up, and we croſſed the 
Water again together. Then we walked a conſiderable whik in 
a Wood of lofiy Strawberry Trees, which could hardly ſupport 
the weight of that delicious Fruit. They wafted ſo fragrant an 
Air, that the richeſt hymeneal Perfumes cau't he comparid to it. 
The next Morning by Day break the whole Town was raiſed from 
their Beds by a moſt harmonious ſymphony which was heard in 
the Air over the Academy, whither People begun to repair from 
all Parts. Being very deſirous to be a Spectator, I went down 
Into the Court Yard of the Palace, where I ſaw two Wood - lice 
each above thirty foot long, and large in Proportion, very 
richly 8 carrying on their Backs commodious and 
magnificent Lodgings, confiſting of a Chamber and two Cabi- 
mets. The one, which on the fore part, was about twelve foot 
Fquare, and the others, one of which ſerv'd as an Antichamber, 
were about ſ:ven foot long and ſix broad. Theſe Apartments 
were hung with green Velvet and the reſt: of the Furniture an- 
ſwerable to it, in which the nicety of the Judgment of theſe 
Peries was as much to be admired as the Richneſs of the Lodges of 
Lutfallah and Milan-Schałk. I ean't forbear to acquaint you here 
that no carriage whatever is comparable to theſe for ſafety and 
convenience; a Wood - louſe being of a ſurprizing tractable Na- 
ture, and always attentive to the Directions of his Conducter; who 
ſits on the Neck of this Ani 
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without abating any thing of the Eaſineſs of his Pace. If by 
chance he is lame in one of his Feet it is not perceivable becauſe 
he has thirteen more to travel with. His ſhells are tinely ſported 
and ſhine like the Indian Tortoiſes; aud their two Horns as 
Trunks be to Elephants, are of great uſe to them. 

Lutfallah placed me by her, and Ajoub went with M:1an-Schak. 
We paſſed through a very long Street, croſſed by five more at 
equal Diſtances. All the Houſes were of green Marble, with 
ſuch a ſymmetry, as did not diſturb the ſight by too near a Re- 
ſemblance.
